WASHINGTON 
Th e security 
firing of veteran dip lomat Joh n 
Paton Davies Jr. on grounds of 
“lack of Judgment, discretion and 
reliability ” th reatened today to be­ 
come a new center of p ublic con­ 
troversy . 
Secretary of State Dulles, an­ 
nouncing th e immediate dismissal 
of a key figure in th e 10-y ear-old 
disp ute over America’s Ch ina p ol­ 
icy , said y esterday h e was affirm­ 
ing th e unanimous findings of a 
sp ecial five-man security board. 
Dulles said neith er h e nor th e 
p anel found Davies “disloy al in th e 
sense of h aving any Communist af­ 
finity ” or th at h e “consciously 
h elp ed” an enemy of th is country . 
Dulles announced h e h ad decided 
with th e board th at “th e continued 
emp loy ment of Mr. Davies is not 
clearly consistent with th e interests 
of national security .” 
Davies, wh o bad been cleared 
eigh t times under th e Truman ad­ 
ministration, announced h e would 
not contest th e decision. But h e de­ 
clared in a statement h e did not feel 
th ere were “adequate grounds” for 
it. Davies h ad been in th e dip lo­ 
matic service 23 y ears, much of 
th e time in Ch ina. 
He got th e word of h is dismissal 
in a p ersonal talk with Dulles and 
sh ortly before a p ublic announce­ 
ment. 
Th e announcement did not say 
on wh at sp ecific p oints in Davies’ 
record th e decision against h im 
was based. 
State Dep artment officials were 
unable to say wh at effect th e dis­ 
missal would h ave on Davies’ re­ 
tirement benefits, but th e New York 
Times said h e loses th ose benefits 
wh ich h e oth erwise could h ave col­ 
lected in less th an four y ears. 
Davies, 46, h as been a dip lomatic 
and p olitical storm center for y ears 
because during th e latter stages 
of World War II h e urged th at th e 
United States take firm step s to 
“revitalize” 
Nationalist 
Ch ina’s 
Kuomintang. 
S t a t e Dep artment 
records already p ublish ed sh ow th at 
Davies said such a revitalized p arty 
could be a “significant force” in a 
coalition 
government 
with 
th e 
Communists—a measure designed 
to forestall outrigh t Red conquest. 
If Ch iang Kai-sh ek’s p arty could 
not be “reformed,” Davies said, 
th e United States sh ould consider 
try ing to win coop eration from th e 
Ch inese Reds. 
Davies h as been criticized by 
th ose wh o claim U.S. officials did 
not do enough to h elp th e strug­ 
gling Ch iang regime wh ile it still 
was on th e mainland and th at th is 
contributed to th e Red v i c t o r y 
th ere. Last y ear. Sen. McCarth y 
(R-Wis) said th e Eisenh ower ad­ 
ministration “struck out” by n o t 
firing Davies. 
Davies returned four day s ago 
from Lima, Peru, wh ere h e h ad 
been serving as counsellor of th e 
U.S. Embassy . During h is long ca­ 
reer, Davies also h as been on duty 
in Moscow and with th e occup a­ 
tion government in Germany . 
In h is statement after Dulles* 
announcement of h is firing, Davies 
said “th ere h as been enough re­ 
crimination. I am not p rep ared to 
add to it and th ereby detract from 
th e strength of my country in its 
mortal struggle with th e Commu­

A U.S. sp okesman said th e reso­ 
lution was written by th e United 
States, Britain, France, Canada, 
Australia, Belgium and South Af­ 
rica.

Th e atomic debate got off to a 
quick start y esterday with an out­ 
line of th e Eisenh ower p lan by U.S.

Boy Confesses 
Brutal Slaying 
Of Girl, 15 


15-Year-Old Youth 
Re-Enacts Crime In 
Massachusetts City 


NORWOOD, Mass. UB — Dis! 
Atty. Myron Lane said today that 
a 15-year-olj boy has confessed 
the brutal slaying of Geraldine 
Annesse, also 15, whose body was 
discovered yesterday in a garage 
near her home. 
Lane named the boy as Peter 
Makarewicz Jr., a former altar 
boy, who lived around the corner 
from the Annese home. 
The boy re-enacted the crime 
before a horrified crowd including 
his own mother. 
Lane said the boy admitted after 
all-night questioning he killed the 
girl in the cellar of her own home 
and then dragged the body to the 
garage. 
The boy was taken to the garage 
handcuffed and was set upon by 
the dead girl’s stepbrother, Philip 
DeRose. DeRose grabbed Peter 
and had to be pulled away by 
police. 
DeRose shouted at the boy: 
"My sister’s dead. My mother’s 
dying.” 
The girl’s mother has been grief- 
stricken 
since learning of the 
tragedy. 
The bruised body, unclad except 
for her socks, of the vivacious high 
school sophomore was found yes­ 
terday on the dirt floor of a two 
car garage in the back of her 
home. 
Her clothing had been strewn 
about the garage and the contents 
of her handbag damped over her 
body. Dist. Atty. Myron Lane la­ 
beled her death ’’murder by a sex 
fiend.” 
Police said the girl’s beaded 
necklace had been pulled tightly 
around her neck and there were 
bruises on her face and neck. A 
torn fingernail indicated a strug­ 
gle and she suffered a brain hem­ 
orrhage possibly from a blow on 
the head, an autopsy disclosed. 


Shenango Fire Loss

Mich, (tf—State 
police said today a patient at the 
Kalamazoo State Mental Hospital 
had confessed the sex slaying of 
21-year-old nurse Marilyn Kraai 
last night. 
The patient is Louis Maurice 
Smith, 18, committed to the hos­ 
pital from Parchment, a Kalama­ 
zoo suburb. 
State police detective chief Vic­ 
tor Beck said Smith confessed be­ 
fore taking a scheduled lie detector 
test. 
Beck said Smith admitted luring 
the girl to a basement hydro­ 
therapy room on the pretext of re­ 
gaining a pack of playing cards 
he had left there. 
He told Beck the girl volunteered 
to accompany him to the loom to 
recover the cards. 
Beck said Smith told him he 
killed Marilyn after the assault, 
then took her key ring and flushed 
it down a toilet. Afterward, he 
locked the door to the room, Beck 
said Smith related. 
Marilyn’s body was found in a 
search after other nurses became 
alarmed at her failure to keep a 
supper date with them. 


U.S. Grants Egypt 
$40 Million In Aid 
CAIRO, Egypt, Ut)—The United 
States and Egypt signed an agree­ 
ment today giving Egypt 40 million 
dollars worth of U.S. economic aid. 
American Ambassador Jefferson 
Caffery said the pact opened an 
“entirely new phase in Egyptian- 
American cooperation.” 
An official joint statement issued 
after the signing said considerable 
economic aid may be channeled 
into the field of transportation, 
termed a basic requirement in 
carrying out Egypt’s 10-year eco­ 
nomic development program. 
The statement said construction 
of proposed new dams and indus­ 
tries in Egypt is dependent on 
greatly improved highways and 
railways.

Judge Hints 
6-Day Week In 
Sheppard Trial 


Cites Lengthy Cross 
Examination Of First 
Witness By Defense 


CLEVELAND UFI — A judge’s 
threat of a six-day week for the 
Sheppard murder trial faced de­ 
fense lawyers today because of 
their long cross examination of 
the state’s first witness. 
As the third week of the trial 
closed yesterday. Defense Atty. 
William J. Corrigan still was dog­ 
gedly questioning Deputy Coroner 
Lester Adelson, who had been on 
the witness stand all day. And the 
attorney said he would need at 
least another hour Monday to com­ 
plete his cross examination of the 
witness. 
Judge Edward B l y t h i n an­ 
nounced that if the pace of the trial 
continued to be slow, he might 
start holding Saturday sessions 
Court sources later said the six- 
day court week is never popular 
with either lawyers or jurors. 
The jurors were allowed to re­ 
turn to their homes over the week­ 
ends. But the court instructed them 
that in their time away from court 
they are not to discuss the case 
with anyone and are not to read 
newspaper accounts of it or listen 
to radio or television broadcasts 
about it. 
The grueling session yesterday 
appeared to be just about as hard 
on the defendant, osteopath Sam­ 
uel H. Sheppard, as on the witness. 
Sheppard, accused of clubbing his 
pregnant wife to death last July 
4 after an affair with a pretty hos­ 
pital technician, fought hard for 
control as some of the more grue­ 
some details of the slaying were 
discussed.

Secretary Dulles 
Dismisses Diplomat 
As ‘Security Risk9 


WASHINGTON (JB-The security 
firing of veteran diplomat John 
Paton Davies Jr. on grounds of 
“lack of judgment, discretion and 
reliability” threatened today to be­ 
come a new center of public con­ 
troversy. 
Secretary of State Dulles, an­ 
nouncing the immediate dismissal 
of a key figure in the 10-year-old 
dispute over America’s China pol­ 
icy, said yesterday he was affirm­ 
ing the unanimous findings of a 
special five-man security board. 
Dulles said neither he nor the 
panel found Davies “disloyal in the 
sense of having any Communist af­ 
finity” or that he “consciously 
helped” an enemy of this country. 
Dulles announced he had decided 
with the board that “the continued 
employment of Mr. Davies is not 
clearly consistent with the interests 
of national security. 
Davies, who had been cleared 
eight times under the Truman ad 
ministration, announced he would 
not contest the decision. But he de­ 
clared in a statement he did not feel 
there were “adequate grounds” for 
it. Davies had been in the diplo­ 
matic service 23 years, much of 
the time in China. 
He got the word of his dismissal 
in a personal talk with Dulles and 
shortly before a public announce­ 
ment. 
The announcement did not say 
on what specific points in Davies’ 
record the decision against h im 
was based. 
State Department officials were 
unable to say what effect the dis­ 
missal would have on Davies’ re­ 
tirement benefits, but the New York 
Times said he loses those benefits 
which he otherwise could have col­ 
lected in less than four years. 
Davies, 46, has been a diplomatic 
and political storm center for years 
because during the latter stages 
of World War II he urged that the 
United States take firm steps to 
“revitalize” 
Nationalist 
China’s 
Kuomintang. S t a t e Department 
records already published show that 
Davies said such a revitalized party 
could be a “significant force” in a 
coalition 
government 
with 
the 
Communists—a measure designed 
to forestall outright Red conquest. 
If Chiang Kai-shek’s party could 
not be “reformed,” Davies said, 
the United States should consider 
trying to win cooperation from the 
Chinese Reds. 
Davies has been criticized by 
those who claim U.S. officials did 
not do enough to help the strug­ 
gling Chiang regime while it still 
was on the mainland and that this 
contributed to the Red v i c t o r y 
there. Last year, Sen. McCarthy 
(R-Wis) said the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration “struck out” by n o t 
firing Davies. 
Davies returned four days ago 
from Lima, Peru, where he had 
been serving as counsellor of the 
U.S. Embassy. During his long ca­ 
reer, Davies also has been on duty 
in Moscow and with the occupa­ 
tion government in Germany. 
In his statement after Dulles’ 
announcement of his firing, Davies 
said “there has been enough re­ 
crimination. I am not prepared to 
add to it and thereby detract from 
the strength of my country in its 
mortal struggle with the Commu­ 
nist enemy.. . ” 


WASHINGTON UPV-Two Senate 
veterans 
of 
opposing 
parties 
agreed today that President Eisen­ 
hower, a Republican, and the new 
Democratic Congress should be 
able to work harmoniously the next 
two years. 
Sen. Russell of Georgia, one of 
the several Southern Democrats in 
line 
for 
important 
committee 
chairmanships 
when 
his 
party 
takes over, sounded this theme in 
discussing prospects for legislation 
under the new 84th Congress. 
“Of course there will be some 
differences,” he said in an inter­ 
view, but the Democrats will give 
Eisenhower “fair consideration on 
his 
legsilative 
proposals 
even 
though we may have some of our 
own to offer.” 
Sen. Aiken of Vermont, Repub­ 
lican chairman of the Senate Ag­ 
riculture Committee in the last 
Congress, seemed equally optimis­ 
tic in telling a reporter: 
“We had a pretty good record 
in the 83rd'Congress and I think 


there’s a good chance of improving 
it in the 84th.” 
The two legislators spoke after 
the 
new 
post-election 
harmony 
wave yesterday had surged for­ 
ward at least for the time being, 
on two fronts. 
In W a s h i n g t o n , Eisenhower 
called 
congressional leaders 
of 
both parties to a Nov. 17 confer­ 
ence on foreign policy. Senate Ma­ 
jority Leader Knowland of Cali­ 
fornia said after a White House 
conference the President was ea­ 
ger to get on “cordial and con­ 
structive” working terms with the 
Democrats. 
In Bonham, Tex., Democratic 
Leaders Rep. Sam Rayburn and 
Sen. Lyndon Johnson held a 15- 
minute meeting in Rayburn’s law 
office. Johnson said afterwards the 
Democratic program “will be to 
maintain a united country rather 
than to have constant bickering 
among different groups.” Rayburn 
said cooperation “will depend quite 
a bit” on the administration’s at­ 
titude—“if they want to go along 


with us the Democratic House will 
go full force on all measures for 
the benefit of the country.” 
Both made it plain, however, 
that they will oppose the adminis­ 
tration where they think necessary 
and that they don’t like what Ray­ 
burn said was Republican speech- 
makers* labeling of the entire 
Democratic party as “pinks” and 
“leftwingers.” 
Rayburn will be speaker of the 
House when the new Congress or­ 
ganizes in January. Johnson, also 
a Texan, is slated to succeed 
Knowland as Senate majority lead­ 
er. 
Johnson flew back to Washington 
last night with plans for calling a 
meeting of the Senate Democratic 
Policy Committee and a meeting 
of ranking Democrats who will 
assume committee chairmanships. 
He also had a conference sched­ 
uled with Knowland today on pro­ 
cedures to be followed in the spe­ 
cial Senate session beginning Mon­ 
day on the move to censure Sen.

U.N. Awaits 
Reds’ Word On 
Peace Atoms 


West Nations Seek 
Assembly’s Approval 
Of Eisenhower Plan 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. UFI - 
Western representatives today put 
final touches on a resolution seek­ 
ing U.N. endorsement for President 
Eisenhower’s plan for peaceful 
sharing of atomic energy as dip­ 
lomats anxiously awaited Russia’s 
reaction to the program. 
The resolution—for submission to 
the U.N.’s 60-Nation Political Com­ 
mittee—was drafted last night by 
seven Western nations which have 
been negotiating on atomic ener­ 
gy. 
It is 'expected to ask: 
1. Full U.N. cooperation in de­ 
veloping the international use of 
atomic energy for peaceful pur­ 
poses. 
2. The U.N. to call an interna­ 
tional scientific conference next 
year to discuss the possibilities of 
an atomic agency. 
3. The conference to advise the 
U.N. on progress made towards 
peaceful atomic production by na­ 
tions who have developed nuclear 
energy or have uranium resources 
A U.S. spokesman said the reso­ 
lution was written by the United 
States, Britain, France, Canada, 
Australia, Belgium and South Af­ 
rica. He said presentation of the 
document was being held up until 
some receive authorization from 
their governments to co-sponsor 
it. 
The atomic debate got off to a 
quick start yesterday with an out­ 
line of the Eisenhower plan by U.S. 
Chief Delegate Henry Cabot Lodge 
Jr., and endorsements by Britain 
and Canada. But the discussion 
slacked off as everyone waited to 
see what the Russians would do. 
U.N. sources said if the Russians 
delay their reply, the political com 
mittee may have to turn to some 
other item on its crowded agenda 
and come back to the atomic is­ 
sue later.

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First Exchange Here In 1880 
Enterprising Potter Saw Phone Possibilities Here 


By BYRON EELLS 
Alexander Graham Bell spoke a 
gutteral sentence into a crude mic­ 
rophone 78 years ago and the echo 
will be heard tonight as East Liv­ 
erpool switches to dial phone ser­ 
vice. 
The end of the era of manual 
phones represents a milestone in 
communication with the conversion 
to the swift, automatic dials but it 
serves to recall that a pottery man­ 
ufacturer's fascination with t h a t 
early phone gave the city—a n d 
Eastern Ohio—its first telephone 
service. 
The civic pride and foresight of 
James H. Goodwin was responsi­ 
ble for the first exchange Sept. I, 
1880, established only four years 
after the first complete sentence 
was transmitted by the remarka­ 
ble inventor. 


* 
IT WAS in 1876 that Bell spoke 
his now-famous sentence and the 
device was exhibited for the first 
time at the Philadelphia Centen­ 
nial Exposition. 
Among the visitors to the ex­ 
position were Goodwin and some 
other East Liverpool residents. 
While many ridiculed the instru­ 
ments as a “toy,” Goodwin was 
among the first to realize its pos­ 
sibilities and decided East Liver­ 
pool should have an exchange. 
But the realization of his dream 
was difficult to attain. 
The adoption of the telephone 
was slow. Citizens laughed at sug­ 
gestions it might be more than a 
plaything and a Boston man was 
arrested, as a news story said, 
“for attempting to extort f u n d s 
from ignorant and superstitious 
people by exhibiting a d e v i c e 
which he says will convey the hu­ 
man voice any distance over met­ 
allic wires so that it will be heard 
by the listener at the other end.”

THE NEAREST exchange to 
East Liverpool in 1880 was located 
in Pittsburgh. 
Undaunted by the unpopularity 
of his enterprise, Goodwin went to 
the city to interest the Central Dis­ 
trict Telephone Sc Printing Co. in 
establishing an exchange here. 
He found company officials ex­ 
tremely skeptical. Telephone ex­ 
changes were only for largo cities 
like Pittsburgh and Wheeling. How 
could a town as small as East 


Liverpool support an exchange, 
Goodwin was asked. 
Goodwin finally won his point 
and the company made prepara­ 
tions to start the service. 
There were only 1,172 families 
in the town and the census taker 
reported, “There are no vacant 
houses.” The population was 5,546. 


UNDER A heading, “East Liv­ 
erpool To The Front,” the Aug. 7, 
6880, issue of the Weekly Tribune 
described the new system t h i s 
way: 
“East Liverpool strides to t h e 
front ranks and is the first town 
in the county or E aster^ Ohio to 
have a telephone exchange. 
“W. D. Paynter, representative 
of the Central District Telephone 
Sc Printing Telegraph Co., h a s 
been in the city for several days 
to establish this much-n e e d e d 
means of telegraphic communica­ 
tion and the exchange now is a 
sure thing. 
“The apparatus has already been 
ordered and all the telephones will 
be in operation by Sept. I. Thir­ 
teen firms have signed contracts to 
use it and it is confidently ex­ 
pected that fully as many more 
will hitch on after the office is in 
operation besides quite a number 
of private residences which will 
have attachments. 


“THE COST to a business house 
for any district within a half mile 
of the central office will be $50 a 
year and for over a half mile and 
within a mile it will be $60 a year. 
“A young lady will be kept con­ 
stantly in the office from 7 a. rn. 
to 6 p. rn. to answer calls and make 
attachments to the switchboard 
from one line to another. 
“At present, connections cannot 
be made with the Pittsburgh ex­ 
change but it is thought arrange­ 
ments can and will be consumated. 
Connections with Pittsburgh are of 
vital importance.” 
The article listed as the first bus­ 
iness subscribers George S. Hark­ 
er 
Si Co., H o m e r Laughlin, 
Knowles, Taylor Sc Knowles, Good­ 
win Brothers, Brunt, Bloor, Martin 
Sc Co., George A. Humrickhouse, 
Joseph Dennis, West, Hardwick & 
Co., Cartwright Brothers, Golding 
Sc Co., Vodrey Sc Brother, Turnbull 
Sc Sharp and Godwin and Flenthe. 


THE •‘YOUNG lady in constant 
attendance” was dismissed casu­ 
ally in the article but it was an­ 
other problem for Goodwin. 
Because of his work in secur­ 
ing the exchange, the Pittsburgh 
firm allowed Goodwin to select the 
first operator. 
Goodwin picked Ursilla Kinsey 
but was rebuffed when he sub­ 
mitted her name. 
Boys always had been employed 
for the job and the firm at­ 
tempted to dissuade Goodwin. 
He persisted but the company 
specified he had to teach her the 
operation himself. So the pottery 
manufacturer learned the funda­ 
mentals and then taught M i s s 
Kinsey. 
Astonished by her efficiency, the 
company finally began using wom­ 
en as operators. The second oper­ 
ator here was Ida Bradshaw. 
When the e x c h a n g e finally 
opened, it was located in the old 
First National Bank building at 
Broadway and Railroad Sts., the 
virtual heart of the city. T h e r e 
were 18 subscribers. 


AT ONE time in the 1880's there 
were two phone companies in town. 
The Buckeye Clay Telephone Co. 
was established in the Stone home 
on Broadway with Miss J e s s i e 
Stone, who later became Mrs Wil­ 
lard Morris, as the operator. 
The late Frank Swaney, who re­ 
tired from the telephone business 
Jan. I, 1929, after more than 40 
years service, was the first man­ 
ager. 
He started his telephone career 
in 1886 as a repairman and was 
a p p o i n t e d commercial manag­ 
er Jan. I, 1892. Only 36 telephones 
were in use and all were in busi­ 
ness establishments when he took 
charge. 
He installed the first residential 
phone in the home of the late 
Homer Laughlin of the H o m e r 
Laughlin China Co. 
Asked why he needed a phone, 
Laughlin said it could be used to 
call him home from the pottery 
when dinner was ready. 
Informed that Laughlin had a 
phone installed in his home, an­ 
other businessman told Swaney, 
“He’s crazy!”

purchase of ground and construc­ 
tion of new exchanges in East 
Liverpool and Wellsville, installa­ 
tion of the latest dial equipment 
available, new long distance switch­ 
boards, additional cable and out­ 
side wiring work and the changing 
of all instruments to dial-type sets. 
Included in the new equipment 
is the “automatic message ac­ 
counting” apparatus which records 
the details of each call as it is 
made. The number of the calling 
party, the number of the distant 
telephone called, the length of the 
conversation and the time is re­ 
corded in a special tape. 
The tape then is run through 
other equipment which assembles 
the data and prints it for the pur­ 
pose of making up the bill. 
Also scheduled to go into ser­ 
vice is the new “time of day 
service. The correct time can be 
secured anytime by dialing FU 
6-6400. 
The permanent operating force 
under the new system will num­ 
ber approximately 75 people, Ed­ 
wards said. The force will continue 
to be supervised by Mrs. Mildred 
McKim, chief operator here since 
1936. 
With the new plan of one and 
two-party subscribers in the East 
Liverpool exchange dialing certain 
long distance calls direct, local 
switchboard operators will handle 
long distance calls from four - par 
ty and rural customers, from pay 
telephones, person-to-person l o n g 
distance calls, information and as­ 
sistance calls. 
Under customer long distance 
dialing, calls to Akron, Cleveland, 
Salem, Lisbon, Willoughby, Paines- 
Vi l l e , Youngstown and nearby 
smaller communities are dialed the 
same as local calls — seven pulls 


cai the dial. The only requirement 
is that the caller must know the 
out-of-town number he is calling. 
Calls to other areas in O h i o 
and to distant cities outside the 
state require the use of an area 
code number. By dialing this code 
number and then the phone num­ 
ber in the city wanted, a total of 
IO pulls on the dial, individual and 
two-party line subscribers in East 
Liverpool, C h e s t e r , Newell and 
Smiths Ferry will be able to com­ 
plete their own calls. 
For example, to call Chicago 
DRexel 3-2080, the customer must 
dial 3-1-2 (the Chicago area code) 
and then D-R-3-2-0-8-0. 
The person - to - person long 
distance calls and other calls re­ 
quiring the operator’s assistance, 
local users will dial “O” for the 
operator. 
Mrs. Mildred Mackall, Wellsville 
chief operator, and five other mem­ 
bers of the combined traffic per- 
sonel in the area are retiring on 
pension. 
Thirty-five other operators have 
accepted transfers to other cities 
in the Bell System. Some 75 others 
will be laid off. 
The farthert point of transfer^ is 
to Miami, Fla. while transfers also 
are being made to Cleveland, Co­ 
lumbus, Akron, Canton, Steuben­ 
ville, Salem, Youngstown, K e n t , 
Piqua and Weirton. 
The maintenance force under the 
supervisison of F. R. Welch, plant 
chief, will be increased from four 
to six men, Edwards said.

time that more phones would be 
installed if the company contacted 
business places. For his suggestion 
he was told: 
“Young man, when people want 
telephones they’ll come in and let 
us know!” 
Telephones were crude instru­ 
ments in those early days. 
The subscriber shouted his mes­ 
sage into the transmitter and then 
put his ear close to the mouth­ 
piece, which also served as the 
receiver, to hear the reply. 
And you didn’t call the company 
and asked to have a phone in­ 
stalled. If a phone was desired, 
the company furnished the specifi­ 
cations but it was up to the custo­ 
mer to build or obtain his own. 
Long distance service was n o t 
available beyond Pittsburgh a n d 
Wheeling and it was no| until eight 
years after Swaney entered t h e 
business that service to New York 
and Chicago was established. The 
first metallic long distance s e r ­ 
vice 
from 
East 
Liverpool 
to 
Pittsburgh w a s established in 
1895. 


SEVERAL expansions were nec­ 
essary as the exchange grew. From 
the 
original 
quarters 
it w a s 
moved into the nevfr First National 
Bank building on Washington St., 
later occupied by the R e v i e w . 
About 60 phones were in use then. 
In August 1900, the company 
moved into a new two-story build­ 
ing at 415 Market St. which it still 
occupies. A third story was added 
and the building lengthened to 90 
feet in 1918. 
Telephone directories about 1916 
covered most of Eastern Oh i o . 
Some of the towns included in one 
directory were East Liverpool, 
Wellsville, Salineville, Cambridge, 
Uhrichsville, Carrollton, Columbi­ 
ana, East Palestine, Leetonia, Lis­ 
bon, Follansbee, Weirton, W e l l s 
burg, Newcomerstown and N ew 
Philadelphia. 
In those days numbers were list­ 
ed in the first column and then 
the name of the family and the 
address. 
The expansion and improvement 
of service has continued steadily 
until some 18,000 telephones were 
in service in 1953 with 3,000 toll 
calls and 70,000 local calls being 
handled daily.

Slogan With A Moral 


The close race for United States senator in 
Ohio, resulting in a narrow victory for Republi­ 
can George Bender, has pointed up the moral 
in the slogan; “Get out the vote!“ 
There are 11,347 polling places 
in Ohio. 
Bender won by less than 10,000 votes. Failure of 
one Republican voter in each precinct to show 
up at the polls last Tuesday would have given 
the senatorial election to Thomas A. Burke, 
the Cuy ahoga County Democrat appointed by 
Gov. Lausche to replace the late Robert A. 
Taft. 


Burke had a peculiar advantage in his bid to 
hold the seat w’on by the man w’ho had been 
the legislative leader of the Republican party . 
The massive Democratic 
vote 
of Cuy ahoga 
County belonged to him. It was the strategy of 
the labor union politicians who now ex ercise the 
bulk of Democratic political control in Cuy a­ 
hoga County to swamp the rest of Ohio with 
Burke votes. They almost succeeded. 
They massed more than 27 3.000 votes against 
Bender’s 17 4,000 in Cuy ahoga County to give 
their candidate a shock absorber, for Bender 
majorities in all but 15 of Ohio’s remaining 87 
counties — most of them Republican. In only 
one of these, Hamilton, however, is there a 
large enough Republican vote to make a dent 
in the Democratic machine vote of Cuy ahoga 
County — and in the Bender-Burke contest 
Hamilton County could muster less than a 
40.000 Bender majority . 
The rest of the nearly 100,000 majority fur­ 
nished to Burke by Cuy ahoga County had to be 
whittled down a few votes at a time in the 
smaller counties. 
The only reason it could be done at all — 
according to CIO and AFL spokesmen in Cleve­ 
land — was because their Cuy ahoga County 
machine vote wasn’t q uite massive enough. 
They failed to do what the union politicans did 
in Wtjme County in 
Michigan, 
where 
the 
Democratic machine vote vetoed the decision of 
the rest of Michigan’s voters and elected 
a 
former labor leader in place of Sen. Ferguson, 
one of the ablest men in the U.S. Senate. 
“Get out the vote!“ is the only answer that 
can be given to the q uestion of how represen­ 
tative democracy is going to withstand the 
power of political machines in cities. The 
bosses of these machines in New York, De­ 
troit, Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago and Cleve­ 
land can control the outcome of elections in 
their states whenever they are given a chance 
by the unbosses voters of the smaller cities, 
towns, villages and country side. 
All they need, all they can ask, is for the 
unbossed voters to stay at home on election 
day . 


Keep An Ey e On The Kilowatt 


When the U.S. Senate reconvenes and de­ 
cides how it is to be organized for the Mc­ 
Carthy censure debate, it may turn out that 
a 
much more interesting subject of debate will 
be the proposed Dix on-Yates contract. 
The interest, however, will be restricted, 
necessarily , to the debaters. The contract, it­ 
self, is too complex for general understanding. 
When it was debated during the main session 
of Congress last summer, no one aside from 
the debaters could even understand why they 
were taking the trouble. 
Actually , the reason was and still is simple. 
Whether it had been this contract or some 
other contract, creeping socialists in the Senate 
were ready to pounce on the first move by the 
Eisenhower administration to favor private 
power over public power. They knew 
the 
Eisenhower administration was committed to 
private enterprise and was opposed to ex tension 
of electric power production 
by Tennessee 
Valley Authority . They were furious over this 
rebuff to their ambitions in the long fight 
against private 
ownership 
in 
the 
electric 
power industry . 
When the Eisenhower administration finally 
made the move they had been waiting for — 
a proposed contract to enable private enter­ 
prise to furnish additional power that other­ 
wise would have come from ex panding TVA— 
the creeping socialists rose up and pounced. 
They have no intention of letting private en­ 
terprise get this break, if they can help it. It 
is to their advantage that the power problem 
in q uestion is too complicated for easy under­ 
standing; it helps them to confuse the issue. 
They will be busy for the nex t few weeks doing 
just that.

Nasser Emerges As Real Power In Egy pt 


Dig Th a t Cra zy Dru mmer 


CAIRO. 
Gen. Mohammed Naguib, first 
president of the Egy ptian Repub­ 
lic, appears about to lose his job. 
The y oung officers of the army 
revolutionary 
junta, 
who 
chose 
Naguib as their chief and front­ 
man, have made it plain they no 
longer consider him necessary , ac­ 
cording to informed sources in 
Cairo. 
Egy ptians find that newspapers 
no longer call him president, but 
just plain general. This is virtually 
a dethronement and a formal an­ 
nouncement may be forthcoming 
soon. 
The reason for eliminating the 
ex -idol of the army revolution thor­ 
oughly and q uietly is closely con­ 
nected with recent desperate at­ 
tempts by enemies of the military 
regime in Egy pt to organize an 
underground revolt in the army 
and the populace. The military 
junta’s 
enemies, 
a 
technicolor 
crowd of Moslem brethren, roy al­ 
ists and Communists, all 
h a v e 
looked to Gen. Naguib as the still- 
popular idol who might y et rally 
the army and the people around 
him to overthrow the 
p r e s e nt 
regime of Prime Minister Nasser. 


FOR SOME MONTHS Gen. Na­ 
guib has been only a reluctant 
figure-head president. Ever since 
his see-saw tussle for power with 
Col. Nasser and the army junta 
and his secret deal with the old- 
guard politicians last March, the 
army junta trusted him less and 
less and relieved him of all his 
responsibile posts. 
Naguib lost, one by one. the 
jobs of prime minister, chairman 
of the army revolutionary com­ 
mand council (ruling junta) and 
leader of the army -supporting lib­ 
eration rally . Naguib would have 
lost the presidency as well, but 
Col. Nasser, considering that t h e 
fatherly general is still popular, de­ 
cided against it. 
Lately , even his position as fig­ 
urehead 
president 
was 
shaky . 
Naguib wasn’t even allowed to do 
any official hand-shaking or rub­ 
ber-stamping. He saw less a nd 
less important people and was not 
invited to official functions of the 
state. 
Naguib’s name rarely appeared 
in the newspapers ex cept in the 
society columns in the form of 
statements from the “ presidential 
palace” offering condolences to the 


bereaved of notables and society 
peo ple. 
While Naguib’s star waned to 
the point of ex tinction, that of Col. 
Nasser grew immensely . Since the 
sig ning of the Suez agreement with 
Britain, strong-man Premier Nas­ 
ser has been taking on more and 
more personal credit and attention 
in the public ey e. 


THE UNSUCCESSFUL attempt 
on Nasser’s life by a Moslem 
brotherhood fanatic on Oct. 26 gave 
the 36-y ear-old leader of Egjq it a 
golden opportunity to assert him­ 
self as the real hero and m aster­ 
mind of the army movement, safe­ 
ly above his eight colleagues in the 
junta. 
Gen. Naguib’s name disappear­ 
ed even from the society column. 
Cairo newspapers mentioned him 
only once in the past week—when 
the president visited his p r i m e 
minister 
in 
the latter’s 
home. 
Naguib was called only by his 
name and army rank. No mention 
was made that he was president. 
Instead, the presidential title went 
to Col. Nasser. In Arabic, “presi­ 
dent” may mean a chief, a leader, 
or prime minister. 
In the early day s of the revolu­ 
tion, Col. Nasser let the smiling, 
pipe - smoking, fatherly general 
pose as the leader and hero of the 
revolution and win all the cheers 
for ousting King Farouk and giv­ 
ing the people a new republican 
regime. Col. Nasser, the real or- 
! ganizer of the revolution, worked 
; completely behind the scene. 


THIS WAS DONE because, while 
I Nasser himself was y oung and un- 
I known, Naguib was 52 y ears old, 
! three times wounded in the P» le- 


I stine war, and full of personal ap­ 
peal and charm which won him 
many friends in the army and later 
in the population. 
However, when power and posi­ 
tion went to Naguib’s head and 
made him flirt with old-guard jwli- 
ticians to consolidate his position, 
Nasser decided the time had come 
to. shelve Naguib and push himself 
ahead to assume leadership, in 
fact as well as in name. 
This was no easy task, s i nc e 
j Naguib had meanwhile gathered 
I immense popularity . Hence, Nas- 
j ser bided his time for a few months 
until 
he 
thoroughly 
discredited 
I Naguib with the armed forces and 


I the working classes.

It would be comforting and re- ' 
assuring to the country if one were 
able to report today that America 
is entering a period of party re­ 
sponsibility rnd that the legislative | 
branch of the government will not | 
be encroaching on the ex ecutive. 
But just the opposite is true. 
Strange things are happening — 
things that the “left wingers” and 
“right wingers” will find it diffi­ 
cult to justify as consistent. 
For the Democratic party has 
not “won” control of the Senate 
even with the Oregon seat voted in­ 
to the Democratic column on Tues­ 
day . It will get control only if Sen. 
j 
Morse, elected as a Republican : 
after having been legally chosen i 
in a Republican primary , deserts | 
his party and votes with the Demo- | 
crats. 
! 
Some Democrat now may also 
i 
desert his party and either vote 
with the Republicans or, what is 
more likely , abstain from voting al­ 
together in the organization pro­ 
ceedings, so that the Republicans 
could continue to bear the responsi­ 
bility for control of the Senate and 
its committees. 


IF THIS DEVELOPS, then the 
fight will be on committee chair­ 
manships. Clifford Case, senator- 
elect in New Jersey , announced 
during the last campaign 
that, 
though elected as a Republican in 
a Republican primary , he would 
desert his party and vote against 
Sen. McCarthy to be chairman of 
the Committee on Government Op­ 
erations. 
The Wisconsin senator retaliated 
b/refusing to support Case, a mis­ 
taken move whi(!h encouraged Re- ' 
publicans in New Jersey to stay | 
away from the polls — something 
j 
that nearly cost the Republicans a ¡ 
Senate seat. 
! 
May be some day the Senate will 
elect committee chairmen 
alto- ^ 
gether on their merits and on abil- 
ity instead of in accordance with 
an obsolete seniority sy stem. Such 
a change would be welcomed by 
the country . 
But all the fault is not on the 
Republican side. Already the Dem­ 
ocrats are showing evidences of : 
going far bey ond any thing Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy ever did by way of congres­ 
sional inq uiries into the acts of 
other branches of the government. 


THE MOST SENSA'nONAL ex ­ 
ample of this has gone almost un­ 
noticed in the last few day s — at 
least, there hasn’t been an outcry 
from those who only a few weeks 
ago were whipping tiiemselves into 
a frenzy of protest because the 
Wisconsin senator was delving into 
matters inside the ex ecutive branch 
of the government. Sen. Hennings 
now has come forward with a move 
that amounts to interference with 
court proceedings — something un­ 
precedented for any congressional 
committee to attempt. 
Hennings a few day s ago req uest­ 
ed and Sen. Langer, chairman of 
the Judiciary Committee, agreed 
to an investigation of a cáse actual­ 
ly pending in the courts — the 
q uestion of why the Department of 
Justice sought disq ualification of 
Judge Youngdahl, who, in the U.S. 
District Court, has been dealing 
with indictments of Owen Latti- 
more for perjury . 
It is difficult to see how the at­ 
torney general and the U. S. at­ 
torney , who are to be asked by 
Sens. Langer and Hennings to testi­ 
fy , can discuss the case without 
the committee being obliged to ask 
tiie judge himself to testify , too. 
Even an investigation merely of 
the prosecuting attorney ’s ideas 


law to req uest disq ualification of 
judges is an interference with the 
judicial process. 


IN THIS CONNECTION. Langer 
last Februray formally presented 
to the Senate a document on the 
“Congressional Power of Investiga­ 
tion,” which was a study prepared 
at his req uest by the legislative 
reference service of the Library of 
Congress. Under the heading, “in­ 
vestigations involving matters al­ 
ready before the courts,” appears 
the following two paragraphs: 
“The 
power 
of 
congressional 
committees to invade the judicial 
field is an undecided q uestion. The 
courts will not permit a commit­ 
tee to sit in judgment over people 
or issues when the identical case or 
controversy is pending b e f or e a 
court of competent jurisdiction. 
The rule has been laid down that 
the implied power of legislative as­ 
semblies to deal with contempt is 
the least possible power adeq uate 
to the end proposed. The courts 
seem disposed to apply this rule 
when a congressional inq uiry be­ 
comes enmeshed with the judicial 
machinery . 
“The q uestion is open as to what 


the congressional power is after 
the legal processes have been ex ­ 
hausted. 'There seems to be no rea­ 
son or precedent against investiga­ 
tions involving m atters which have 


i been finally decided by the courts. 
! It is the interference with the court 


1 sy stems while operating that is ab- 
' horent to our theory of jurisprud­ 
ence.” 


IT MIGHT BE asked what is the 
use of having such studies made 
and the tax pay ers’ money used to 
obtain them if the man who asked 
for the study — the Republican 
chairman of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee — and his Democratic 
colleague pay no attention to the 
fuijdamental points made by the 
study . It might be added also that 
the Constitution say s the House of 
Representatives has “the sole pow­ 
er of impeachment” and that the 
Senate tries such cases only after 
the House has acted. 
It is difficult to see — if the pur­ 
pose is to impeach a judge or U.S. 
attorney — why a Senate subcom­ 
mittee has decided to involve iteelf 
in the Lattimore case while it is* 
before the courts for adjudication.

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Slogan With A Moral 
The close race for United States senator in 
Ohio, resulting in a narrow victory for Republi­ 
can George Bender, has pointed up the moral 
in the slogan: “Get out the vote!’* 
There are 11,347 polling places in Ohio. 
Bender won by less than 10,000 votes. Failure of 
one Republican voter in each precinct to show 
up at the polls last Tuesday would have given 
the senatorial election to Thomas A. Burke, 
the Cuyahoga County Democrat appointed by 
Gov. Lausche to replace the late Robert A. 
Taft. 
Burke had a peculiar advantage in his bid to 
hold the seat won by the man who had been 
the legislative leader of the Republican party. 
The massive Democratic vote of Cuyahoga 
County belonged to him. It was the strategy of 
the labor union politicians who now exercise the 
bulk of Democratic political control in Cuya­ 
hoga County to swamp the rest of Ohio with 
Burke votes. They almost succeeded. 
Hiey massed more than 273,000 votes against 
Bender’s 174,000 in Cuyahoga County to give 
their candidate a shock absorber for Bender 
majorities in all but 15 of Ohio’s remaining 87 
counties — most of them Republican. In only 
one of these, Hamilton, however, is there a 
large enough Republican vote to make a dent 
in the Democratic machine vote of Cuyahoga 
County — and in the Bender-Burke contest 
Hamilton County could muster less than a 
40,000 Bender majority. 
Hie rest of the nearly 100.000 majority fur­ 
nished to Burke by Cuyahoga County had to be 
whittled down a few votes at a time in the 
smaller counties. 
The only reason it could be done at all — 
according to CIO and AFL spokesmen in Cleve­ 
land — was because their Cuyahoga County 
machine vote wasn’t quite massive enough. 
They failed to do what the union politicans did 
in Wayne County in Michigan, 
where the 
Democratic machine vote vetoed the decision of 
the rest of Michigan’s voters and elected a 
former labor leader in place of Sen. Ferguson, 
one of the ablest men in the U.S. Senate. 
“Get out the vote!'* is the only answer that 
can be given to the question of how represen­ 
tative democracy is going to withstand the 
power of political machines in cities. The 
bosses of these machines in New York, De­ 
troit, Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago and Cleve­ 
land can control the outcome of elections in 
their states whenever they are given a chance 
by the unbosses voters of the smaller cities, 
towns, villages and countryside. 
All they need, all they can ask, is for the 
unbossed voters to stay at home on election 
day. 


Keep An Eye On The Kilowatt 
When the U.S. Senate reconvenes and de­ 
cides how it is to be organized for the Mc­ 
Carthy censure debate, it may turn out that a 
much more interesting subject of debate will 
be the proposed Dixon-Yates contract. 
The interest, however, will be restricted, 
necessarily, to the debaters. The contract, it­ 
self, is too complex for general understanding. 
When it was debated during the main session 
of Congress last summer, no one aside from 
the debaters could even understand why they 
were taking the trouble. 
Actually, the reason was and still is simple. 
Whether it had been this contract or some 
other contract, creeping socialists in the Senate 
were ready to pounce on the first move by the 
Eisenhower administration to favor private 
power over public power. They knew 
the 
Eisenhower administration was committed to 
private enterprise and was opposed to extension 
of electric power production by Tennessee 
Valley Authority. They were furious over this 
rebuff to their ambitions in the long fight 
against private 
ownership 
in 
the 
electric 
power industry. 
When the Eisenhower administration finally 
made the move they had been waiting for — 
a proposed contract to enable private enter­ 
prise to furnish additional power that other­ 
wise would have come from expanding TV A— 
the creeping socialists rose up and pounced. 
They have no intention of letting private en­ 
terprise get this break, if they can help it. It 
is to their advantage that the power problem 
in question is too complicated for easy under­ 
standing; it helps them to confuse the issue. 
They will be busy for the next few weeks doing 
just that. 
Keep an eye on the reason for their excite­ 
ment: the threat of private enterprise to

Exit For Naguib

Nasser Emerges As Real Power In Egypt 


CAIRO, 
Gen. Mohammed Naguib, first 
president of the Egyptian Repub­ 
lic, appears about to lose his job. 
The young officers of the army 
revolutionary junta, who chose 
Naguib as their chief and front­ 
man, have made it plain they no 
longer consider him necessary, ac­ 
cording to informed sources in 
Cairo. 
Egyptians find that newspapers 
no longer call him president, but 
just plain general. This is virtually 
a dethronement and a formal an­ 
nouncement may be forthcoming 
soon. 
The reason for eliminating the 
ex-idol of the army revolution thor­ 
oughly and quietly is closely con­ 
nected with recent desperate at­ 
tempts by enemies of the military 
regime in Egypt to organize an 
underground revolt in the army 
and the populace. The military 
junta’s 
enemies, 
a 
technicolor 
crowd of Moslem'brethren, royal­ 
ists and Communists, all h a v e 
looked to Gen. Naguib as the still- 
popular idol who might yet rally 
the army and the people around 
him to overthrow the p r e s e n t 
regime of Prime Minister Nasser. 


FOR SOME MONTHS Gen. Na­ 
guib has been only a reluctant 
figure-head president. Ever since 
his see-saw tussle for power with 
Col. Nasser and the army junta 
and his secret deal with the old- 
guard politicians last March, the 
army junta trusted him less and 
less and relieved him of all his 
responsible posts. 
Naguib lost, one by one. the 
jobs of prime minister, chairman 
of the army revolutionary com­ 
mand council (ruling junta) and 
leader of the army-supporting lib­ 
eration rally. Naguib would have 
lost the presidency as well, but 
Col. Nasser, considering that th e 
fatherly general is still popular, de­ 
cided against it. 
Lately, even his position as fig­ 
urehead 
president 
was 
shaky. 
Naguib wasn’t even allowed to do 
any official hand-shaking or rub­ 
ber-stamping. He saw less a n d 
less important people and was not 
invited to official functions of the 
state. 
Naguib's name rarely appeared 
in the newspapers except in the 
society columns in the form of 
statements from the “presidential 
palace’’ offering condolences to the 


bereaved of notables and society 
| people. 
While Naguib’s star waned to 
! the point of extinction, that of Co!. 
Nasser grew immensely. Since the 
signing of the Suez agreement with 
Britain, strong-man Premier Nas­ 
ser has been taking on more and 
more personal credit and attention 
in the public eye. 


THE UNSUCCESSFUL attempt 
on Nasser's life by a Moslem 
brotherhood fanatic on Oct. 26 gave 
the 36-year-old leader of Egypt a 
golden opportunity to assert him­ 
self as the real hero and master­ 
mind of the army movement, safe­ 
ly above his eight colleagues in the 
junta. 
Gen. Naguib’s name disappear­ 
ed even from the society column. 
Cairo newspapers mentioned him 
only once in the past week—when 
the president visited his p r i m e 
minister in the latter’! home. 
Naguib was called only by his 
name and army rank. No mention 
was made that he was president. 
Instead, the presidential title went 
to Col. Nasser. In Arabic, “presi­ 
dent’’ may mean a chief, a leader, 
or prime minister. 
In the early days of the revolu­ 
tion, Col. Nasser let the smiling, 
pipe - smoking, fatherly general 
pose as the leader and hero of the 
revolution and win all the cheers 
for ousting King Farouk and giv­ 
ing the people a new republican 
regime. Col. Nasser, the real or­ 
ganizer of the revolution, worked 
completely behind the scene. 


THIS WAS DONE because, while 
Nasser himself was young and un­ 
known, Naguib was 52 years old, 
three times wounded in the Pale­ 
stine war, and full of personal ap­ 
peal and charm which won him 
many friends in the army and later 
in the population. 
However,. when power and posi­ 
tion went to Naguib’s head and 
made him flirt with old-guard poli­ 
ticians to consolidate his position, 
Nasser decided the time had come 
to. shelve Naguib and push himself 
ahead to assume leadership, in 
fact as well as in name. 
This was no easy task, s i n c e 
Naguib had meanwhile gathered 
immense popularity. Hence, Nas­ 
ser bided his time for a few months 
until 
he thoroughly discredited 
Naguib with the armed forces and 
the working classes.

He stayed overnight to 
learn that some of those who pole 
Venice’s 500 gondolas belong to a 
Communist union. He said there’d 
soon be money in Venice for or­ 
ganizers to swing the left-wing 
gondoliers into the anti-Communist 
union. And there will be, too. 
So it is with Sedalia, Mo., and 
its surrounding counties. All of 
which becomes vital countryside 
for the nation to watch. For here 
Dave Beck and his most powerful 
colleague, Jim Hoffa, are experi­ 
menting with a “pilot” technique 
which they hope will bring their 
union 1% million new members in 
the next year or two.

The a r e a 
should be called Sedalia, U.S.A. It 
happens to be in Missouri — but it 
could be any town in the land. It 
is the real beginning of the Team­ 
sters’ Union drive into the country­ 
side, into the small towns, hamlet 
by hamlet, county by county. 
Sedalia has been scientifically 
analyzed and surveyed. All i t s 
shops and industries have been 
studied by the Teamsters’ econo­ 
mists. Firms with but one poten­ 
tial member were listed. So were 
firms in the Teamsters’ jurisdic­ 
tion which had not even one po­ 
tential member becaus- the own­ 
ers themselves ran the little busi­ 
nesses. These might someday hire 
an extra man. 
It was all 
done under 
the 
guidance of Jim Hoffa, Teamsters, 
vice-president and head of their 
Central States Conference. He told 
his people that the Teamsters’ 
goal of 3 million members can be 
achieved. And this fellow is known 
to say what he means. Ask the 
businessmen who deal with him 
and try to argue him out of some­ 
thing. They never do. 


THIS IS WHAT he said to his 
members: 
“An inventory of our maximum 
potential in every area of the coun­ 
try and in every section of our 
jurisdiction is the first necessary 
step in the achievement of these 
new membership goals. 
“Hie ’what,' the ’where' and 4he 


‘how many* are the primary ques­ 
tions that must be answered in the 
development of successful a r e a ­ 
wide organization campaigns. 
“Any preliminary check on the 
distribution of our membership fig­ 
ures will indicate that the Team­ 
sters Union is primarily confined 
to the great metropolitan areas of 
America. 
“While much work has been done 
by the individual locals to build 
the movement in these urban cen­ 
ters, the lack of strong Teamsters* 
unions in the non - metropolitan 
areas and small urbanized com­ 
munities is a great challenge to the 
Teamsters’ organization today and 
serves as a constant threat to our 
standards. 
“The ‘verse and chapter* survey 
of the Teamsters’ potential in the 
Sedalia, Mo., area is the first of a 
series of membership - potential 
surveys that will be made in the 
non-metropolitan Missouri-Kansas 
areas of the Central States Con­ 
ference of Teamsters. 
“These surveys will be used as 
practical working guides for or­ 
ganizers in the field. . .** 


THE SAME APPROACH will be 
made right across the land. Beck 
has charged the leaders of all lo­ 
cals, joint councils and area con­ 
ferences to search out every sin­ 
gle potential member. 
What’s “potential”? What’s the 
jurisdiction? 
In this area the potential was all 
freight, construction, dairy, bak­ 
ery, warehouse, lumber yard, laun­ 
dry, beer and soft drinks trucking, 
to mention only a few. Also the 
“area of automotive sales (sales­ 
men), supplies 
and filling sta­ 
tions.” 
They also found wholesale gro­ 
ceries, food processing firms, taxi­ 
cab businesses, department store 
warehouses, auto sales rooms, fur* 
niture delivery, coal delivery, farm 
implement firms and meat pack­ 
ing. Nor are these the only cate­ 
gories they will seek out. 
On the west coast the Teamsters 
will try to unionize office workers 
around such firms. And in the cen­ 
tral states they’ll even go after 
truck-farm labor. 
This union of Teamsters is roll­ 
ing—from the Gulf of Mexico to 
the Hudson Bay. And right through 
the Main Streets of the s m a l l 
towns this time.

.Move In Lattimore Case Unprecedented

It would be comforting and re­ 
assuring to the country if one were 
able to report today that America 
is entering a period of party re­ 
sponsibility md that the legislative 
branch of the government will not 
be encroaching on the executive. 
But just the opposite is true. 
Strange things are happening — 
things that the “left wingers” and 
“right wingers” will find it diffi­ 
cult to justify as consistent. 
For the Democratic party has 
not “won” control of the Senate 
even with the Oregon seat voted in­ 
to the Democratic column on Tues­ 
day. It will get control only if Sen. 
Morse, elected as a Republican 
after having been legally chosen 
in a Republican primary, deserts 
his party and votes with the Demo­ 
crats. 
Some Democrat now may also 
desert his party and either vote 
with the Republicans or, what is 
more likely, abstain from voting al­ 
together in the organization pro­ 
ceedings, so that the Republicans 
could continue to bear the responsi­ 
bility for control of the Senate and 
its committees. 


IF THIS DEVELOPS, then the 
fight will be on committee chair­ 
manships. Clifford Case, senator- 
elect in New Jersey, announced 
during the last campaign that, 
though elected as a Republican in 
a Republican primary, he would 
desert his party and vote against 
Sen. McCarthy to be chairman of 
the Committee on Government Op­ 
erations. 
The Wisconsin senator retaliated 
b f refusing to support Case, a mis­ 
taken move whidh encouraged Re­ 
publicans in New Jersey to stay 
away from the polls — something 
that nearly cost the Republicans a 
Senate seat. 
Maybe some day the Senate will 
elect committee chairmen alto­ 
gether on their merits and on abil­ 
ity instead of in accordance with 
an obsolete seniority system. Such 
a change would be welcomed by 
the country. 
But all the fault is not on the 
Republican side. Already the Dem­ 
ocrats are showing evidences of 
going far beyond anything Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy ever did by way of congres­ 
sional inquiries into the acts of 
other branches of the government 


THE MOST SENSATIONAL ex­ 
ample of this has gone almost un­ 
noticed in the last few days — at 
least,,there hasn’t been an outcry 
from those who only a few weeks 
ago were whipping themselves into 
a frenzy of protest because the 
Wisconsin senator was delving into 
matters inside the executive branch 
of the government. Sen. Hennings 
now has come forward with a move 
that amounts to interference with 
court proceedings — something un­ 
precedented for any congressional 
committee to attempt. 
Hennings a few days ago request­ 
ed and Sen. Danger, chairman of 
the Judiciary Committee, agreed 
to an investigation of a case actual­ 
ly pending in the courts — the 
question of why the Department of 
Justice sought disqualification of 
Judge Youngdahl, who, in the U.S. 
District Court, has been dealing 
with indictments of Owen Latti­ 
more for perjury. 
It is difficult to see how the at­ 
torney general and the U. S. at­ 
torney, who are to be asked by 
Sens. Danger and Hennings to testi­ 
fy, can discuss the case without 
the committee being obliged to ask 
the judge himself to testify, too. 
Even an investigation merely of 
the prosecuting attorney’s ideas 
airt! boiloff as to rights under the 


[ law to request disqualification of 
judges is an interference with the 
judicial process. 


IN THIS CONNECTION. Langer 
last Februray formally presented 
to the Senate a document on the 
“Congressional Power of Investiga­ 
tion,” which was a study prepared 
at his request by the legislative 
reference service of the Library of 
Congress. Under the heading, “in­ 
vestigations involving matters al­ 
ready before the courts,” appears 
the following two paragraphs: 
“The power of congressional 
committees to invade the judicial 
field is an undecided question. The 
courts will not permit a commit­ 
tee to sit in judgment over people 
or issues when the identical case or 
controversy is pending b e f o r e a 
court of competent jurisdiction. 
The rule has been laid down that 
the implied power of legislative as­ 
semblies to deal with contempt is 
the least possible power adequate 
to the end proposed. The courts 
seem disposed to apply this rule 
when a congressional inquiry be­ 
comes enmeshed with the judicial 
machinery. 
“The question is open as to what 


the congressional power is after 
the legal processes have been ex­ 
hausted. There seems to be no rea­ 
son or precedent against investiga­ 
tions involving matters which have 
been finally decided by the courts. 
It is the interference with the court 
systems while operating that is ab- 
horent to our theory of jurisprud­ 
ence.” 


IT MIGHT BE asked what is the 
use of having such studies made 
and the taxpayers* money used to 
obtain them if the man who asked 
for the study — the Republican 
chairman of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee — and his Democratic 
colleague pay no attention to the 
fundamental points made by the 
study. It might be added also that 
the Constitution says the House of 
Representatives has “the sole pow­ 
er of impeachment’* and that the 
Senate tries such cases only after 
the House has acted. 
It is difficult to see — if the pur­ 
pose is to impeach a judge or U.S. 
attorney — why a Senate subcom­ 
mittee has decided to involve itself 
in the Lattimore case while it is 
before the courts for adjudication.

Arbiter Rules Against 
Higher Beginner Rate 


Representatives of the U n i t e d 
States Potters Association and the 
International Brotherhood of Oper­ 
ative Potters continued a confer­ 
ence today in efforts to clarify an 
arbitrator’s ruling concerning be­ 
ginners’ rates in some IO trades 
and job operations. 
The dispute arose after W o r l d 
War II when hourly rates w e r e 
hiked in efforts to attract workers 
during the labor shortage.

Court Revenue 
For Qty Gains 
a 
Municipal Division 
Has $3,779 Receipts 


The city received $3,392 f r o m 
Municipal Court’s October income, 
a gain of $539 over the $2,853 city 
share in September, it was shown 
today in the monthly report of 
Clerk Harold L. Powell. 
The court’s overall income last 
month was $3,779, a gain of $685 
over the September total of $3,094. 
It included $616 in costs from civil 
cases—a new record. Civil c a s e 
costs generally average about $400 
monthly and the previous high was 
$450. 
The court handled a total of 
$5,501 in October, including $2,148 
in civil cases and $3,352 in crimin­ 
al actions. Funds not tabulated as 
revenue include the money c o l ­ 
lected in trusteeships and judg­ 
ments in civil actions and refunded 
bonds in criminal cases. The total 
handled in September was $4,902. 
In addition to the $616 in civil 
case costs, the city’s share of the 
October revenue was made up of 
$2,775 in fines, costs and forfeitures 
in criminal actions. 
In addition to the amount paid 
the city, the court turned over $242 
to the state as its share of fines 
resulting from State Highway Pat­ 
rol cases, $35 to the county treas­ 
ury and $100 to the Law Library 
Association. 
A breakdown of cases showed: 
85 civil cases filed, 52 disposed of 
and 103 left pending; 91 c i t y 
criminal cases filed, 89 disposed of 
and 13 left pending and 23 state 
criminal cases filed, 23 disposed of 
and 46 left pending.
